Retired teachers chart new 
paths after 37 years in the 
classroom

\ À J hen school begins in Agawam next week, Sh- 
eryl Mardeusz, Scott Thomson, and Jackie 
Toussaint won’t be in their classrooms to greet 

students. 

They are among 16 teachers, one principal, and three 
paraprofessionals who recently retired, but Mardeusz, 
Thomson, and Toussaint have taught the longest in Aga- 
wam: 37 years. While retiring means starting new chap- 
ters in their lives, the new school year will also be an 
emotional experience. 

“TIl feel sad when September rolls around,” said Mar- 
deusz, 60. “TIl miss the interaction between my students 
and my colleagues.” 

The Agawam resident began her career in 1974 as a 
teacher’s aide at the James Clark School. A year later, at 
age 22, she became a first-grade teacher at the school. 
From 1991 until retiring in June she was a third-grade 
teacher at the Benjamin J. Phelps School. 

Mardeusz said she could have retired sooner, but want- 
ed to wait until she qualified for her full pension. “I en- 
joyed my summer and taught water exercise classes a few 
hours a week. In the future, I would like to try substitute 
teaching.” 

Thomson, 59, started his career teaching music at Aga- 
wam Junior High School in 1975 when he was 22. He ini- 
tially taught general music and chorus, then added a gui- 
tar program as well as taking on directing the AJHS and 
Agawam Middle School bands. A decade later, Thomson 
transferred to AHS to teach music courses and direct its 
band. In 1995, he returned to AJHS and was there until 
retiring in June.

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Firefighter 
to tempt 
‘death’ 


Pollock to participate in 
2013 Spartan Death Race

AGAWAM — John Pollock knows a little 
something about doing things that people nor- 
mally wouldn’t do. As a member of Agawam 
Fire Department, the 33-year-old Chicopee 
resident has made a career out of it: entering 
burning buildings while others are running 
out. But Pollock takes the idea to the extreme 
by pushing himself to the limit with events 
like the March 31 “Goruck Challenge” in 
New York City, the May 5 “Tough Mudder” 
in Vermont, and the Aug. 11 “Spartan Sprint 
Hurricane Heat" in Amesbury; physical com- 
petitions that test a person's endurance and, 
some say, sanity. 

Now, Pollock is preparing for the “Spartan 
Death Race" in Pittsfield, Vt., an annual com- 
petition that is so physically and mentally 
challenging, its organizers expect the major- 
ity of participants to fail. In fact, participants 
are asked to sign a waver that states, simply, 
“You may die.” The event will be held next 
June. 

According to the Spartan Death Race 
website, with the oh-so-appropriate domain, 
www.youmaydie.com, the event has been 
held annually since 2005 and only an average 
of 15 percent of competitors finish the vari- 
ous challenges before them. 

During the death race, competitors may be 
asked to chop wood for two hours, carry a 
20-pound stump around for hours, lift 10-30 
pounds of rock for five hours, build a fire, 
cut a bushel of onions, crawl through mud 
under barbed wire, or after 20-hours of rac- 
ing, memorize the names of the first 10 U.S. 
presidents or a Bible verse, hike to the top 
of a mountain, and recite them back in order, 
according to the website. 

“Its the stupidest thing I've seen in my 
life, the race. Their goal is to make every- 
body quit,’ Pollock said. “The race owners 
who designed this thing, they don’t want any- 
one to finish. It drives the human spirit.” 

This year, Pollock volunteered for the 
Spartan Death Race event in June, which 
gave him an idea of what to expect in the 
future. He went into the event thinking he’d 
never participate, but he left wanting to try. 
“Everything I learned about it this year is go- 
ing to be different next year,” he said. 

Those who actually finish the race really 
aren’t awarded much in the way of prizes, 
either. 

“You get a little medal, that’s the physical 
thing you get," Pollock said. “You also get 
blisters and completely worn out feet. You 
get weeks of cramps. But you also get your 
limits tested. You get to know who you are 
and what you can do.” 

Pollock, who turned to fitness two years 
ago, enjoys pushing his limits beyond what 
he thinks he is capable of doing. 

In May 2011, he took part in the Tough 
Mudder, billed as a hardcore 10- to 12-mile 
obstacle course designed by British Special 
Forces to test strength, stamina, mental grit 
and camaraderie. 

“I never thought I'd be able to finish that,” 
he said. This May, he completed the Tough 
Mudder again, this time while wearing a 
backpack full of bricks.

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Resurfacing project underway 


Rubber replaces 
wood chips on 
playgrounds

AGAWAM 一 Four years after 
the Benjamin J. Phelps and School 
Street Park playgrounds were re- 
surfaced with rubber, the remain- 
ing playscapes in town have been 
addressed. 

According to Parks and Recre- 
ation Director Christopher Sparks, 
who worked in conjunction with 
School Superintendent William Sa- 
pelli and Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
to secure funding for the resurfac- 
ing, the playgrounds at Robinson 
Park, Clark and Granger elemen- 
tary schools will be completed by 
the time school starts on Thursday, 
Sept. 6. 

The rubber surfacing is a bet- 
ter long-term, maintenance-free 
option that is safer than the wood 
chips previously used, although 
the wood chips were compliant 
with regulations and considered 
acceptable, said Sparks. 

While expensive — the cost for 
all three schools totaled $257,000, 
funded through a self-sustaining 
account from the before and after- 
school program, said Cohen - the 
rubber surfacing will be more cost 
effective in the long run. 

It cost the town roughly $3,000 
per year to maintain the wood chips 
previously in place, said Sparks. 
Officials had been maintaining the

wood chip surfaces — replenishing 
each playground every year — since 
they were installed in 1999. 


“The rubber surfacing should 
last 25 years or more,’ said Sparks, 
who added that after four years, the

parks at both Phelps and School 
Street Park are in "great condition. 

“There are no flaws or wear and 
tear, he said. That, alone, justi- 
fied the expense of doing the other 
schools' parks, said Sparks. 

The month-long process of 
resurfacing the playgrounds in- 
volved removing all existing wood 
chips, installing a compacted grav- 
el base, and a base coat of shred- 
ded tires with a top coat of rubber, 
said Sparks. Surface America, a 
Buffalo, N.Y.-based company, was 
contracted to perform the work. 

Cohen credited school commit- 
tee member Wendy Rua for help- 


ing to move the town forward on 
the resurfacing project. 

"[ts been a good collaborative 
effort between the town and the 
schools to provide a safer environ- 
ment for our kids," Sparks added. 
“I wish we could have done them 
sooner, but we're glad to get all 
three done at the same time instead 
of one a year for three years, which 
was one of our original plans." 

The resurfacing project — which 
has been in the planning stages 
since January — will be completed 
prior to the start of school, said 
Sparks.

Time to move 


forward with 
blighted property 


e hope the Agawam City Council will re- 

W spond favorably to a resolution for grant 

funding sponsored by Mayor Richard A. 
Cohen that will come up for a vote at the council’s 
Tuesday, Sept. 4 meeting. 

Cohen is looking for authorization from the coun- 
cil to apply for $50,000 in grant money from the 
state to conduct a brownfields assessment at the for- 
mer Games and Lanes property on Walnut Street in 
Agawam and we can’t help but think it’s about time 
the town moves forward with that site. The funds are 
available through MassDevelopment for the environ- 
mental assessment of brownfields. 

The Games and Lanes building is, according to 
the resolution, “abandoned, blighted, and has been 
the subject of extensive hazardous waste cleanup 
for over 10 years.” Efforts to redevelop the site can- 
not proceed until a full assessment of the extent of 
contamination and the cost to remediate the site have 
been established. 

Given that the town of Agawam has made a con- 
certed effort to locate a developer interested in the 
property — and the hesitancy of the private sector to 
take on such a project — we agree with Planning and 
Community Development Director Deborah Dachos 
that town officials should take advantage of the avail- 
able funding — now. Once the assessment is complet- 
ed and the approximate cost of remediation is deter- 
mined, the town will be in a better position to market 
the property and move forward with the revitalization 
of the Walnut Street Shopping Center. 

The property was occupied by Standard Uniform 
Corp., a uniform rental business, from 1969 through 
the late 1980s, Dachos said. According to the pro- 
posal, since 1989, it has been the subject of numer- 
ous remediation activities including soil removal and 
groundwater pump-and-treat soil vapor extraction to 
address high levels of chlorinated solvents found on 
the site. 

We encourage anyone interested in seeing this site 
finally cleaned up to attend the city council meeting 
on Tuesday, Sept. 4 at 7 p.m. at the Roberta G. Doer- 
ing School or to call the office of the city council at 
786-0400, ext. 8716. The sooner the town moves for- 
ward with assessing the property, the sooner it can be 
sold, allowing more, sustainable businesses to come 
here.

Session concludes with accomplishments 
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The 187th Session of the General 
Court concluded with a number of 
accomplishments that will address 
problems we face every day.

Veterans: I 
was honored to 
support a num- 
ber of veterans 
initiatives.

The Welcome 
Home Bonus Ac- 
count provides 
up to $1,000 in 
bonus payments 
for residents re- 
turning from ac- 
tive deployment. 
These initiatives 
will help to en- 
sure benefits for the 28,000 Massa- 
chusetts service-members currently 
deployed. The Agawam Veterans 
Cemetery received an increase in 


funding of almost $400,000. Being 
one of only two such Veterans cem- 
eteries in Massachusetts, increased 
funding for the cemetery is essen- 
tial. 

Seniors: Supporting seniors dur- 
ing a struggling economy is cru- 
cial. This year $21 million for Low 
Income Home Energy Assistance 
Program was appropriated to help 
seniors. During the cold winter 
months, this funding will allow low- 
income seniors, working families 
and many other people to heat their 
homes. Additionally, $35 million 
was allocated for Senior Care Adult 
Day Health programs for low-in- 
come seniors and the disabled. 
Adult day health centers provide 
care for seniors during the day when 
family members or other caregivers 
are not available. Finally, the ban 
on prescription drug coupons was 
lifted. Prescription drug coupons 
will make life-altering drugs more 
affordable for patients whose condi- 
tions can’t be treated with less ex- 
pensive generic or over-the-counter 
medications. 

Eliminating Government Waste: 
I am dedicated to reforming the wel- 
fare system and eliminating millions 
of dollars in annual fraud and theft.

I voted to prohibit the purchase 
of non-essential items such as 
alcohol, tobacco, guns, lottery 
tickets and tattoos with welfare 
benefits (EBT cards). I also 
supported pension reforms that 
will make significant changes 
to the current pension system, 
saving the Commonwealth $6.4 
Billion over the next 30 years.

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John Pollock to participate In 2013 Spartan Death Race

Likewise, the Goruck Challenges "are all 
done with a backpack full of bricks," and last 
anywhere from 12 to 16 hours, he said. 

“I love those,” said Pollock, adding, “Those 
are not races; those are challenges. You start 
as a team and you end as a team. Those tested 
my limits." 

Pollock said he never thought he'd last 
five hours on a Goruck Challenge, but that 
13 hours after it began, he finished. Once he 
completed that challenge, he signed up for 
three more: Oct. 6, Oct. 13 and March 17, 
2013 in Boston. 

“One of my Goruck Challenges is the same 
day as the St. Patty's race [in Holyoke], so 
I'll run the race and head immediately to the 
Goruck Challenge,” he said. 

To prepare for his upcoming challenges 
— including the Spartan Death Race next year 
— he has been taking part in a strength and 
conditioning program known as CrossFit at 
CrossFit Fire Storm located in Chicopee. He 
also tries to control his diet, which can be a 
challenge on days he 1s working at fire head- 
quarters in Agawam, he admitted. Outside of 
work, he tries to maintain a diet that eliminates 
sugar, grains and dairy. 

This is a marked change from two years ago 
when he would consume a 12-pack of beer and burgers every 
day, he said. 

Back then, while at work, he was asked to carry two 40- 
pound sand packs from the shed outside fire headquarters 
to the garage roughly 200 feet away and he felt winded. He 
decided then that he need to change his lifestyle. 

“For a 30-year-old to not be able to carry two 40-pound 
sandbags is emasculating,” Pollock said. He went on to add, 
“I traded one addiction for another and this addiction is — I 
guess you could call it, healthier." 

His new addiction also affords him a great benefit at work, 
he said. 

According to Pollock, firefighters use air bottles that, 
on average, will last someone of average weight and build 
about 30 minutes. Before he got into shape, he calculated

that while under stress/fighting a fire, one air bottle lasted 
him roughly 11 minutes. 

“That’s not enough time to fight a fire,” he said. 

At his last call, he calculated he has doubled his time on 
one bottle. 

“I can go 20 minutes fighting a fire, come out and change 
my bottle and go back in for another 20 minutes," he said. 
“That’s 40 minutes of firefighting you get right there as op- 
posed to 11 minutes, having to take 45 minutes to recover, 
and then another maybe nine minutes on the next bottle." 

Pollock said his fitness regime has also inspired his wife, 
Jennifer. 

"My motivation has influenced her to get into fitness as 
well, so we're both healthier for it," he said, although he ad- 
mitted Jennifer won't be joining him as a race participant. In 
fact, she likely won't even be present.

"She loves me and she supports me, but she’s not going to 
be camping in Vermont while I’m running around carrying 
logs," Pollock said. “She tried to support me last year by 
coming to all my races, but what happens is she stands at the 
start line, watches me run away, and twiddles her thumbs for 
six hours while I complete the race. That's not her idea of a 
fun weekend." 

In keeping with his training for next year's Spartan Death 
Race, Pollock has one event every weekend for the months 
of September and October and will continue with preparing 
by helping a friend in Agawam clear an overgrown logging 
trail by hand. 

As the race gets closer, he said, "It will become log-split- 
ting for 24-hours straight." 

Instead of clearing the trail, he'll be carrying logs to the 
top of the mountain, splitting them and carrying them back 
down. 

“Why? Because that's what you have to do,’ he said. 
“There’s no good reason why someone would do this. It is 
absolutely stupid, and for some reason, that's the whole rea- 
son I want to do it." 
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Bethany mission 
group set to head 
out next month

ext month, for nearly 10 days, Pastor 
Ne Reed of Bethany Assembly of 

God will head a mission group from 
Agawam to Likuyani, in the Western part of 
Kenya. 

The mission will take place from from 
Sept. 13 to 24. 

The team from Bethany Assembly of God 
will first travel to Nairobi near Lake Victoria 
and connect with Missionaries David and 
Damaris Thompson in Kisumu. 

“David oversees a Bible school there and 
is connected with a woman who has an or- 
phanage,” said Reed, executive pastor at the 
church. “We will spend a day there to do 
medical for the orphanage and check out the 
school and see if our construction guys can 
help, but primary work is to minister, build a 
tabernacle and do medical out in the bush." 

Reed previously led a team to Kehancha, 
in sub-Saharan Kenya, in 2008. There, they 
built a metal-framed and roofed tabernacle/ 
community building and ran medical clinics 
in two towns, seeing over 1,000 people in 
four days. 

“We had a doctor and several nurses that 
saw people at a pretty good clip and saw a 
lot of children with pneumonia,’ said Reed. 
“I remember the doctor telling me how a 
mother brought a baby who could barely 
breathe. At home, it would be in NICU, but 
he gave medicine and hoped for the best. We 
got word a few months later that the baby 
survived.” 

Reed clicked through pictures on his com- 
puter as he spoke animatedly about the beau- 
tiful country with its rolling hills, rutted dirt 
roads where vehicles get hopelessly stuck 
after rainstorms, and the huts and shacks 
on plots of land that would be exorbitantly 
priced if they were anywhere else. 

“It just blew my mind how beautiful the 
landscape was,” he said. “Then you look

around and you see poverty. You see peo- 
ple getting water for drinking and cooking 
in 3-gallon jugs on the side of the road but 
it’s rain run-off and brown. You just look at 
it and wonder how do they live like this? It 
boggles the mind.” 

The Bethany mission group to Kenya con- 
sists of a combination of skills and heart. 
Doctors, nurses, contractors, and engineers 
make up part of the team while others inter- 
ested in going on a missions trip round out 
the group. 

“We open it up to the entire congrega- 
tion. Anyone that can fundraise can come. 
The process also has lots of paperwork and 
shots," said Reed. 

Bethany Assembly of God has a long his- 
tory with missions in its over 100 years of 
service. This past April, Pastor Ken Bryars 
led a group to the Dominican Republic to 
help with the annual build of a school for 
Latin America Child Care. Youth mission 
trips called Ambassadors In Missions (AIM), 
have gone to El Salvador and Alaska. 

While some people might not be able or 
feel called to go on a humanitarian mission, 
everyone gives. The Bethany crafts ministry 
works all year so that proceeds from their 
big November holiday sales go to missions. 

At the church's Fall Missions Convention 
in October, the congregation makes faith 
promises in support of missions beyond 
their yearly tithe. The grand total pledged 
last year was a staggering $340,000. 

"We give above and beyond that but it 
doesn't include people going on the actual 
mission trips," said Reed. “If you tally all 
the numbers, it could almost be close to half 
a million when everything is totaled in. A 
good portion of our budget is just given away 
and it's all in support of the people who have 
given their life to go overseas or work in the 
states in full-time missionary work." 

This year's Fall Missions Convention will 
welcome missionaries from Pacific Oceana, 
El Salvador, Urban Boston, Philippines, and 
Africa to talk each week to the congregation. 
Bethany Assembly will hold its Missions 
Banquet on Friday, Oct. 19 from 6 to 7 p.m. 
The event will be open to the public with in- 
ternational foods and activities surrounding 
the heartfelt work being done to help others 
overseas.

Before Reed's group even starts work 
next month, they will have travelled for 
three days, he said. Their flight leaves on a 
Thursday afternoon and they will arrive in 
Nairobi on Friday night. They will drive all 
day Saturday so that they can begin work on 
Sunday. 

“We’ll only have 4-5 days that we actu- 
ally work. It's intense, hard work and you're 
moving and expending before having a 
couple days’ rest and a Safari at the end of 
the trip," he said. “It’s labor-intensive but I 
think the best part is that Bethany does have 
that passion.”

Health dept. warns of West Nile, EEE 


AGAWAM - The health department would 
like to remind residents of the recent human 
cases related to West Nile Virus (WNV) and 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE). Berk- 
shire County has one case of West Nile Virus 
in a woman in her 70s. Other cases of WNV 
and EEE have been seen in the eastern areas 
of Massachusetts. 

It is imperative that the public protect 
themselves from mosquito exposure during 
the hours of dust to dawn when mosquito ac- 
tivity is at its highest. If you must be outside 
please use caution. 

Preventative measures: 

- Apply an insect repellant. Using a 
product with DEET (N, N-diethyl-m-tolua- 
mide), permethrin, picaridin (KBR 3023), 
oil of lemon eucalyptus [p-methane 3, 8- 
diol (PMD)] or IR3535. All products should 
be used as directed on the package label. 
DEET products should not be used on in- 
fants under two months of age and should be 
used in concentrations of 30 percent or less 
on older children. Oil of lemon eucalyptus 


should not be used on children under three 
years of age. 

- Clothing to prevent mosquito bites. 
Wearing long-sleeve tops, long pants and 
socks when outdoors will prevent skin expo- 
sure and help prevent mosquito bites. 

- Drain all areas of standing water. Emp- 
tying areas of standing water, such as bird- 
baths, flowerpots, old tires, buckets and wad- 
ing pools, this will prevent mosquitoes from 
breeding. Check rain gutters and drains 
that may be clogged and harbor mosquitoes 
also. 

- Make sure all windows and doors have 
screens. Repair or replace missing or torn 
screens to insure mosquitoes remain out- 
side. 

- Protect your pets. Animals that remain 
outside should be using veterinarian ap- 
proved mosquito repellents or vaccinated to 
prevent WNV and/or EEE. Horses should 
be sheltered inside indoor stables whenever 
possible.

youth and teen areas, group exercise and 
meeting rooms. 

A Y Express is more compact with special 
modifications that will include a tech cen- 
ter and social area/café. Without the gym- 
nasium and pool, overhead is kept low and 
helps further the long-term sustainability of 
the facility. 

"Ihe Y Express business model has a 
revenue-generating aspect to it but we do 
still depend on fundraising efforts like cam- 
paigns and grants,” said Smith. "There's af- 
fordable membership for every person, no 
matter their economic situation, and we keep 
expenses down and staff with a couple full 
time staff, some part time and volunteers." 

In addition to teaching the use of com- 
puter beyond Twitter and Facebook, the 
tech center will engage young people with 
S.T.E.M. (science, technology, engineering 
and math) activities and provide computer 
and financial literacy workshops for adults. 
The community space will be available for 
meetings and classes. 

“One of the biggest misconceptions about 
the YMCA is that it’s just a place to go work- 
out or a place to go learn to swim. The Y 
is So much more than that; it’s a community 
in and of itself,’ said Kristine Allard, vice 
president of development and communica- 
tions. “You’ll have people of all ages and all 
physical abilities coming in there for health, 
social, whatever the case may be. We'll be 


filling that void that we've heard about in 
talking to other organizations in the com- 
munity and the people who work and live 
here." 

Allard expressed that they're not looking 
to compete with existing wellness facilities 
in town. Instead, the Y Express hopes to 
provide for more people by means of nurtur- 
ing businesses already in the area. They will 
draw in more traffic and increase walk-by 
patronage as well as provide a way for fami- 
lies to spend more time together. 

"People are challenged with their time 
right now. If you want to exercise and prac- 
tice healthy habits, it sometimes means time 
away from your family,’ she said. “There 
should be a safe place where kids can par- 
ticipate in a craft activity or get help on an 
academic project while mom and dad take 
a group exercise class or use the wellness 
center." 

If everything goes to plan with the com- 
munity campaign, pledges and written com- 
mitments set by mid-November will allow 
build out to begin in January 2013 for the Y 
Express opening in May. All financial prom- 
ises will be settled by December 2013. 

Smith said that the YMCA, currently serv- 
ing 14 cities and towns as an association for 
the Springfield 
area, is ex- 
tremely com- 
mitted to the

Retired teachers chart new paths

until I was burned out,’ said Thomson. He 
added that this summer seemed like any oth- 
er as he often found himself thinking about 
the start of school. 

That's partly because he'll be teaching at 
American International College. “I’ve taught 
at the college part-time for many years and 
I'm looking forward to taking on new re- 
sponsibilities," said Thomson, who grew up 
in Agawam and now lives in Westfield. 

“TU miss all the smiles and hugs of the 
kids as well as the camaraderie and friend- 
ship of my colleagues,” said Toussaint, 64, 
who retired last December. 

Toussaint started substitute teaching at the 
former Peirce School — now the police sta- 
tion — in 1970 when she was 22. After substi- 
tuting for five years, she took a brief break, 
then returned to teach kindergarten full-time 
— and stayed for 37 years. 

Toussaint was a K-4 English as a second 
language teacher (ESL) at Clark and Grang- 
er schools during her last five years. 


Recycling, not retiring 

Toussaint said she’s “recycling” herself in 
retirement. “I love being retired. It gives me 
more hours to work in my garden, decorate 
my house, and spend time with my family. I 
just took up golf, I plan to write a children’s 
book and will go back to school — I'm not 
done with learning.” 

Mardeusz, who briefly considered a nurs- 
ing career, became a teacher because she 
always enjoyed learning and working with 
children. “No one else in my family had been 
a teacher, so teaching allowed me to share my 
enjoyment with others." 

She taught nearly all the elementary-level 
academic subjects, from reading, writing, and 
spelling to math, science, and social studies. 

“The actual teaching of students was what 
I liked best. What I liked least was all the 
paperwork, such as planning and correcting 
papers." 


Students best part of teaching 

For Thomson it was his love of music and 
his respect for some of his AHS teachers, pri- 
marily band director Darcy Davis, that drew 
him to teaching music. 

“The best part of teaching was my students. 
They were the best teachers for me.” Like 
many teachers, however, Thomson didn't al- 
ways enjoy the required non-teaching duties. 
“This took time away from my students." 

Toussaint flirted with an acting career 
while in college before she started teaching. 
“I loved acting, but I never regretted becom- 
ing a teacher — it's my true love and passion,” 
said the Agawam native who now lives in East 
Granby, Conn. 

“I had a learning disability as a child, so I 
wanted to teach first grade and help children 
learn to love reading,” she said. 

Toussaint first exhibited her talent for teach- 
ing when she was a child. “One of my favorite 
things was to ‘play teacher’ in my neighbor- 
hood,” she recalled. “I wasn’t bossy to other 
kids — I just liked to teach." 

But it was her third-grade teacher, Eloise 
Clark, who really sparked Toussaint's desire 
to teach. “Eloise is my true inspiration. She's 
9] now and still lives in Feeding Hills. During 
my first five years of teaching, I taught next

door to her. She's one of my best friends and 
came to my retirement party." 

Toussaint said helping children find their 
“gift” was the best part of her work. 

"Every child has a special gift and my job 
as a teacher was to find it,’ she said. “I feel 
I've done my job when I run into some of my 
former students who are now in their 30s and 
40s, who have successful careers, and who 
tell me I was one of their favorite teachers." 

Mardeusz, Thomson, and Toussaint said a 
number of things have changed during their 
teaching years — some for the better and some 
not. 


Technology and teacher testing 

"The technology component has been the 
biggest change,’ said Mardeusz. “Computers, 
iPads, and interactive white boards are now 
common in the classroom. Another change 
has been that most mothers work outside the 
home today." 

She added that it's "definitely harder" to 
become a teacher today because of mandatory 
new teacher tests for licensure. Mardeusz said 
the test may not always be beneficial to the 
teaching profession. 

"College students who earn excellent 
grades and work well with students often 
can't become teachers because they can't pass 
the new teacher test." 

Mardeusz said along with making aspiring 
teachers invest time and money to pass a test, 
there is less respect for them when they enter 
the profession. 

“The public perception seems to be that 
teaching is easy with lots of time off. Good 
teachers work very hard. They spend many 
extra hours before and after school helping 
students or preparing lessons. Many teachers 
also spend their own money for classroom 
supplies and resources.” 

Thomson agreed that technology and a reli- 
ance on computers — nonexistent in the class- 
room when he started teaching — have made a

dramatic difference. “New technologies and 
computers have really opened up many new 
exciting opportunities for teaching." 


Impact of education reforms 

He added that one of the greatest challenges 
for him and other teachers has been the vari- 
ous education reform attempts. *I don't feel 
this has been beneficial for our students. The 
arts and social studies have suffered the most. 
We've lost sight of developing a full human 
being." 

Toussaint said the state's special education 
law — passed in 1972, and known as Chapter 
766 — was one of the most dramatic changes 
she saw during her career. The law also was 
the model for federal special education leg- 
islation. 

“There weren't many programs to help 
children with special needs when I started. 
State and federal laws changed that by giving 
all children the right to a public education and 
also providing them with advocates. The laws 
provide children suffering with disabilities 
the opportunity to lead more productive lives 


than years ago,” said Toussaint, who received 
her master's degree in special education. 

Looking back on their long careers in Aga- 
wam, Mardeusz, Thomson, and Toussaint 
said they had many proud moments. 

“My proudest moments are when former 
students tell me I inspired them to become 
teachers or they’re happy because their child 
is in my classroom,” said Mardeusz. 

“Tve had a long, wonderful career in Aga- 
wam — and too many ‘proud moments’ to even 
list. They all revolve around my students, and 
their ability to always strive for a better per- 
formance,’ said Thomson. 

“The crowning touch to my career — and 
one of my proudest moments — came five 
years ago when I received a Pioneer Valley 
Award for Excellence in Education from the 
Grinspoon Foundation," said Toussaint. “It 
was wonderful to receive that award because 
it recognized my teaching skills.” 


Retiring educators honored by town, state officials

Twenty educators — 16 teachers, one admin- 
istrator, and three paraprofessionals — who col- 
lectively had a combined 536 years of service 
in Agawam schools, recently retired. 

The retirees who ended their careers dur- 
ing the 2011-2012 year or at the end of school 
were honored by Agawam School Superin- 
tendent William Sapelli and members of the 
school committee in June. Sapelli called the 
retiring educators “dedicated and committed 
professionals” as he began the presentation. 
He then presented each retiree with a certifi- 
cate. 

Sapelli said Agawam started a tradition sev- 
eral years ago to honor any staff member who 
reaches 35 years of service in the district. A 
special plaque is created that includes the per- 
son’s name and his or her photo. The plaque is 
then hung in a special “Hall of Fame" area in 
the superintendent’s office. When the person 


retires, he or she is presented with the plaque. 

Agawam Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
chairs the school committee, presented the re- 
tirees with a citation from the town. State Rep.

Staying organized during the school year is 
like learning multiplication tables.

Doctors and physical therapists suggest 
no more than 10 to 15 percent of their body 
weight. Unpack the “unnecessaries” like lap- 
tops or video games and ask that kids only 
bring home the books they need for their 
homework each night. 

“Getting organized is key to success but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean that students need to 
carry around extra pounds of paperwork,” said 
Colleen Morin, an English teacher at Agawam 
High School. “In fact, I believe that time man- 
agement is more important than being orga- 
nized. Planning and setting aside reasonable 
time is easy but you also need to add in self- 
discipline to make it work.” 


Make a communication station. Whether 
it be your fridge or a large corkboard from 
your nearby office supply store, a regularly 
checked area with the family calendar or im- 
portant papers binder will keep everyone in- 
formed of meetings, after-school activities and 
free time. 

At hand notecards with envelopes and plenty 
of pens are spot-on for quick home-to-school 
communication. A $1 notebook next to the 
telephone is a genius idea to keep family and 
phone messages all in one place. Color-coded 
sticky notes for each person in the house gives 
a whole new meaning to taking a quick glance 


at the schedule. 


A windfall of papers. After checking back- 
packs, separate papers into two piles: high- 
priority and reference. Sign permission slips 
right away and clip other important ones to a 
spot next to the family calendar after writing 
down important dates like open house, PTO 
meetings and parent-teacher conferences. 

Sports season schedules, class lists, and 
teacher contact information to keep through- 
out the school year should go in an easy-to-lo- 
cate three-ring binder. Add a pocket folder and 
there's a designated space for doctor notes, 
report cards, and awards. 

For schoolwork and artwork, toss unwanted 
items as soon as they come in the house. File 
away the keepers into a storage bin that you 
go through after every report card so the best 
pieces, even that construction paper macaroni 
art project, will stand out! 


Stick to a daily homework routine. Start 
by asking which two things your child needs 
to do for the next day then block out two hours 
of distraction-free quiet time to get them start- 
ed. The kitchen table is a perfect homework 
spot, not only because it's a central place with 
room to spread out but it also lets you help 
when necessary. Study breaks are important 
when there's a mountain of work to complete 
so grab a kitchen timer and don't be afraid to 
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use it. 

"Agendas are very helpful when kept up- 
dated. I have seen very capable students have 
terrible grades because they couldn't keep 
up with their due dates, and those who were 
diligent with their agendas did not usually 
fall into that category,’ said Erica Schlaffer, 
an English teacher at Agawam High School. 
“By maintaining the motivation and organiza- 
tion you begin with in September throughout 
the year means that you are always working to 
your full potential." 


Finally, create a *don't forget" space. A 
short checklist by the door can be read by a 
young child so an older one can run to retrieve 
forgotten sneakers for gym day or an instru- 
ment for band practice. It also gives you a 
moment to grab car keys and your things plus 
a sip of your morning beverage to start the day 
on a good note. 

“I find the more organized I am, the more 
efficient I am," said Schlaffer, mother of 4- 
year-old Juliet. “I have to keep reminding 
myself throughout the year that I need this 
balance to be productive and sane. It's the zen 
of it, really."

Maker of ‘Fenway Franks’ 
gives back to Agawam

AGAWAM - Kayem Foods, the maker 
of the Fenway Franks, spent last Thursday 
cleaning up Robinson State Park and offer- 
ing a free lunch as a part of its community 
service endeavor. 

Senior Brand Manager Bob Kufferman 
led the effort for Kayem to clean up the 
park, saying the company recognized that 
the damage done by the June 2011 tornado 
had never been fully cleaned up. 

“Unfortunately, the state was not able to 
do everything that needed to be done here,” 
said Kufferman. “There was a lot of dam- 
age done in the park and we thought it was a 
great site for this year’s clean-up.” 


Doing community service in the form of 
a park cleanup or improvement is something 
the company has been doing for the past sev- 
eral years. Last year, Kayem went to River- 
side Park in Hartford, Conn. 

“We have clients we work with all over 
New England and they are people who buy 
our products,” said Kufferman. “We just 
want to give back.” 

He said the company was considering 
coming out to Robinson last year, but the 
damage was too great for Kayem employ- 
ees to make a real difference. This year, with 
trees removed and some lingering damage, 
Kayem employees bought and installed two 
grills near the pavilion, and also repaired and 
refurbished two existing grills. 

Kufferman also said the company wanted 
to make a presence, and brought their truck 
and held a free lunch for anyone visiting the 
park. Kayem gave away unlimited hot dogs, 
chips, and water to visitors. 
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Employees of Kayem Foods and representatives from the Department 
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of Conservation and Recreation took part in a check presentation. The 
$2,500 will be used to purchase park benches. 


“We had done the lunch before and people 
really responded to it," said Kufferman. 

The Department of Conservation and 
Recreation is in charge of Robinson State 
Park. Director of Development Evan Hines 
said the state needs efforts like Kayem's to 
keep their parks’ maintenance up. 

“This is a very great thing for Robinson 
State Park,’ said Hines. “We are always 
looking to forge relationships with compa- 
nies like Kayem. The work they are doing 
is fabulous.” 

Hines said there are more than 500 acres 
of parks under its watch in Massachusetts. 
Kayem’s generous donation of time, re- 
sources, and equipment was appreciated. 

Throughout the day, 12 Kayem employ- 
ees planted new grass in some locations, and 
also spent time cleaning up and beautifying 
the small swimming area. 

Agawam City Councilor Robert Magov- 
ern was able to stop by and enjoyed lunch 


with Kayem employees. He said the town 
should appreciate the park and support it. 

“This is a great asset to Agawam,’ Ma- 
govern said.

MGM lays itscards on the table 


SPRINGFIELD — MGM Resorts International’s Chair- 
man and CEO Jim Murren unveiled plans to develop an $800 
million dining, retail and entertainment district on about 10 
acres of land heavily damaged by the June 2011 tornado in 
downtown Springfield. 

MGM’s Springfield plan envisions a revived Main Street 
area with people walking along vibrant tree-lined streets 
overflowing with restaurant choices, a variety of shopping 
options for everyone in the family, an outdoor stage, movie 
theaters, a casino and hotel that all respect and feed off of the 
area’s existing iconic architecture. The concept for a central 
downtown retail and entertainment district also includes a 
pedestrian bridge between the MGM project and the Mass- 
Mutual Center. 

The announcement came as MGM submitted its $400,000 
application fee to the Massachusetts Gaming Commission 
(MGC). The non-refundable application fee will go to both 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the city of Spring- 
field to fund the vetting and negotiating process that MGM 
hopes will result in a destination resort in Springfield. 

While the new Massachusetts gaming law does not re- 
quire that the application fee be submitted until later this 
year when the first MGC filing is due, MGM issued its check

early, along with its certification of intent to apply, as a sign 
of its commitment to Springfield. 

“We believe this 1s a significant demonstration of our de- 
sire to partner with Springfield and it gives the MGC and 
the city the resources they need to move forward during this 
groundbreaking phase for a new industry in Massachusetts," 
said Murren. 

The MGM Springfield project would be developed on 
three city blocks located just 200 feet off Interstate 91 and 
only a few miles from the Massachusetts Turnpike. The 
blocks, where the devastation from last year's tornado is still 
visible today, run between Union and State streets, and Co- 
lumbus Avenue and Main Street. MGM controls several land 
parcels in the proposed development area, with many others 
under contract. 

MGM Springfield could create thousands of permanent 
direct jobs as well as more than 2,000 construction-related 
jobs and thousands of additional indirect jobs. MGM Spring- 
field could generate millions in annual tax revenues. 

The more than half-million square foot mixed-used de- 
velopment project would include a 25-story 250-room hotel 
with world-class amenities including a spa, pool and roof 
deck; 89,000 square feet of gaming space; about 70,000 
square feet of retail and restaurant space that would accom- 
modate 15 shops and restaurants; and a multi-level parking 
garage. 

Plans also envision an approximately 130,000 square-foot 
dining, retail and entertainment district, tentatively named 
Armory Square, and directly accessible from the garage 
parking. It would include about 25 dining and retail venues
